Led by the City's Racial Equity Coordinators, Sacred Conversations will give an opportunity for staff to discuss how 
they relate to the enslavement, resistance, and continual push for liberation for African American people. Come 
take part in the conversation to have a better understanding of our role as City staff. Each session will address the 
theme for this work of remembering who we are (May), recovering our narratives of oppression and liberation 

(June), and re-imagining a future without harm (July).
